ROAD INSTRUCTION. 

Hnrvarrt anil Columbia to Teacli 

Practical Roadmaking. 

No subject at the present time is sc 
worthy of discussion by all classes of 
our citizens as that of good roads. It 
appeals to the merchant, miller, lum¬ 
berman, farmer, road driver, bicyclist 
and pedestrian alike. They are all in¬ 
terested in having good roads. Strange 
to say, there is a vast diversity of opin¬ 
ion as to the best methods of construc¬ 
tion in various localities. We note with 
pleasure that the noted universities of 
Harvard and Columbia are alive to the 
importance of the question. 

Columbia university has taken a step 
in the right direction by establishing a 
department in practical roadmaking, in 
connection with the engineering and 
mechanical work of the university. 
Scientific roadmaking has reached a 
point of such importance, especially here 
in the east, that the necessity of ade¬ 
quately testing the road materials avail¬ 
able in different localities has suggested 
the establishment of departments de¬ 
voted to this purpose in connection 
with educational institutions. Harvard, 
however, is the only other university 
so far that does work of this sort. It is 
understood that students taking the 
engineering course at Columbia will 
hereafter have an opportunity to re¬ 
ceive instruction in practical roadmak¬ 
ing, which is a line of education that 
has not heretofore been offered. 

Prison. Labor on Roads. 

In a recent address before the Single 
Tax club of Chicago Judge John Gib¬ 
bons said: 

“Though I differ from yon respecting 
the vital principle underlying the right 
of property and stability of tenure, I 
esteem it a great honor to have been 
invited to address yon this evening. I 
will say that-1 would prohibit the sale 
of any article or commodity which is 
the product oE convict or prison labor, 
whether manufactured here or else¬ 
where. Good roads and clean streets are 
vital questions, which, engross the at¬ 
tention of onr citizens. It occurs to me 
that the building of good roads by 
prison labor will solve and put to rest 
many of these disturbing questions.” 

Why France’s Roads Are Best. 

One reason that France has the best 
roads in the world is found in the 
watchful care of the Tonring Club de 
France. The club officials are generous 
in'their treatment of tlie road menders, 
a numerous hut underpaid class em¬ 
ployed by the government. In addition 
to regular donations of money, clothing 
and provisions the club arranges to re¬ 
lieve any cases of distress among the 
workers, for which about $500 a month 
is expended. The Tonring Club de 
France has decided to devote $10,000 
to the erection and maintenance of a 
great pavilion near the Eiffel Tower in 
1900, to be the rendezvous of cyclists 
from all over the world.

Characteristics of theDisea.se—Treat¬ 
ment and Prevention. 

The New Jersey experiment station 
issued an exellent bulletin on milk fe¬ 
ver. It is claimed that one form of the 
disease is caused by germs. Tnis may 
count for the fact that, in some herds 
and barns, milk fever seems to be con¬ 
tagious. 

Treatment should begin a week or 
j two before the calf is expected and 
‘ should be practiced on every cow whose 
i condition is such as to lead the owner to 
; fear the occurrence of milk fever when 
she calves. The treatment is to con¬ 
tinue for a week after calving. Begin 
giving short rations; feed sparingly of 
rich food, such as grains and clover; 
rather give apples and bran mash. Give 
salt to provoke thirst and encourage 
the cow to drink by warming the wet or 
if it is cold. Large doses of epsom salts, 
a pound to the quart of water, may be 
given once or even twice a week, to 
provoke an unwonted activity of the 
bowels and to counteract the tendency 
of constipation. If the udder is distend¬ 
ed, it should be rubbed and milked reg¬ 
ularly. The cow should be kept in a 
place which is dry, clean, airy and cool 
in summer and warm in winter, away 
from the other animals. Should the 
owner fear that his method has not suc¬ 
ceeded in reducing the blood sufficient¬ 
ly, as may happen when the time is 
short, a veterinarian should he called to 
let out several quarts of blood from 
the jugular vein of the neck. 

Just before calving, the vagina should 
be washed out with a generous injec¬ 
tion of 2 per cent creolin solution, 
which should he repeated daily after 
calving for a few days. Immediately 
after the calving is completed the veter-v 
inarian should inject creolin solution 
into the uterus, as in cases of abortion. 1 
Neither carbolic acid nor corrosive 
sublimate nor iodoform can be recom¬ 
mended for disinfecting the genital 
passages, but these disinfectants and 
others may be used liberally upon tbe 
soiled bedding, barn floor, etc. If the 
cow is down, she should be propped up 
on the brisket to prevent the running 
of food into the lungs from the stom¬ 
ach.

’*■ a Summer Resort For tlie Cow. 

e The secretion of milk being in a large 
measure due to the nervous condition 
of the animal, it is important that we 
give her comfortable surroundings 
where she can recreate and chew her 
ct >d, says D. H. Otis. Last summer the 
i Kansas Agricultural college herd was 
pastured one-half mile north of the col- 
• lege barn, and in order to furnish pro¬ 
tection from the hot snn and the flies a 
small thicket in the lower end of a draw 
was opened up. The cows ignored this 
act of kindness ana betook them¬ 
selves to the top of the highest bluff, 
and there, where the cool breezes would 
strike them, recreated with seeming 
satisfaction. The stiff breezes, usually 
found on such high spots, had the effect 
of driving away many of the flies, and 
left the cows free to manufacture pas¬ 
ture grass into milk. Any dairyman 
having a high knoll or bluff accessible 
to his cow pasture would do well to fix 
; it as a summer resort for his cows. If 
possible, select a bluff where trees will 
furnish plenty of shade. If that be im¬ 
possible, an open shed will keep off the 
hot sun. While the cow is thus enjoy¬ 
ing her summer outing she will at the 
same time be har.d at work returning 
thanks to.her owner in the form of but¬ 
ter fat.
